The thing th at goes to the m aking of our 
own happiness may be just the thing th at 
would make another unhappy, should we in­ 
sist upon his adoption of our plan. 
Eyes we 
have that are similar to the eyes of ail— yet 
no two of us see the same thing in the same 
way. 
Christopher Morley says th at it am ounts 
to “a m isdemeanour” to insist upon other 
people being happy in our own way. 
I agree 
with him. 
If we can suggest, or loan a man 
our ideas, with the understanding th at he be 
free to take or leave them alone, then we 
have performed a service. 
Otherwise we 
tread dangerous territory. 
We are mostly a keeper of others by 
example. 
Character and courage are devel­ 
oped and earned by self-decision. 
There is a democratic state of mind that 
should forever remain inviolate against all 
outside interference. 
“As a man thinketh, 
so is he,” is a tru th so profoundly able in 
expression that all comment is superfluous. 
As a man is, so let him be. 
Try to over­ 
make him and you under-make him. 
E n­ 
courage him to be himself. 
We are a keeper of others when we do our 
best to make it easy for them to carve out 
their own fortunes and forge their own ca­ 
reers. 
You hear the phrase “ Like father 
like son.” 
Often it is quite true— but un­ 
fortunately so. 
No son should be like his 
father. 
He should strive to outstrip his 
father! At least to be different. 
In nature the young are protected and fed 
only up to the time when they are able to do 
it for themselves. 
And usually the m other 
gives them a shove to inspire confidence! 
We humans are less wise.

S trange, because M adam e U ndset rem oves early 
from the book its one leavening ch aracter, who is 
M adam e D orthea’s tem pestuous second husband, m a n ­ 
ager of a Norwegian glassw orks an d a volatile an d 
high tem pered citizen. 
He is T hestrup, and he ris- 
appears in th e early pages to search for his two 
sons and th eir tutor. T he th ree of them have gotten 
very drunk and Anally tu rn up a t th eir gran d m o th er's 
tarni. 
But T h estru p rides aw ay Into oblivion, leaving 
his wife to m anage as best she m ay for herself an d 
m o.e children th a n are. to put it mildly, convenient. 
Yet Ult book ls not only the story of how M adam e 
D orthea and the neighbors arra n g e m atters. 
It is 
rath er an exploration of M adam e D orthea's m ind, and 
a survey cl Norwegian civilization and m an n ers which 
uses her as a m easuring rod an d com pass. 
It also is 
a queer

U ndset became a C atholic in the early
